mpire, by which it is faved from eminent Danger, 
and its Conftitutions are fecured: ‘Tis hkewile known, 


. (that bis Imperial Majefty omitted nothing to obtain 


“more advantggious Conditions for the furer Corrobo- 
ration of this Peace, than thofe which are fertled by 
the Treaty of Ra ftad. 
And as the Proteftant Ele&ors, Princes, and Stares 
are intirely perfwaded, with all imaginable Gratitude, 
«that his Imperial Majefty chofe to prefer the Love of 
the Country to all other Confiderations, even to thole 
which he might lawfully have infifted on in favour of 
this Archiducal Houfe, they have intire Contidence, 
that his Imperial Majefty, a€tuated by his paternal Af- 
fe8tion towards the Empire, will willingly take cpon 
‘himfelf the Care of perfeéting by the solemn Treaty 
to be made, what he has ftipulated with the Crown of 
‘France, concerning the Interefts of the Empire in ge- 
neral, and of every Member in particular. 
_+ Ip ‘this, Affurance, and confidering that the Time 
-would be too fhort to put in Execution the Propofiti- 
commade in 1709 to appoint a Deputation on the Part 
#f the Empire, becaufe of the known Difficulties ; the 
Eleftors, Princes, and. Srates. judge it. necef- 


fary"to referer thenafelves to his Imperial Majefty, and 


to authorize him with fufficientPowers; Saving a more 
‘particuJar Explication which they'demand of the third 
Article of the Treaty of Raftad, and without Preju- 
dice to other Rights longing tothe States. 
Por this End, the Proreftant Elegtors, Princes, and 
States. have likewife. judged. it proper to declare, that 
they preiift in adhering to and maintaining inviolably 
the Lreary, of with refpe& to Ecclefiaftical 
Afairs, as ala she Refolutions which they have palied 
fince the Conclufion of the Peace of Ryfwick, and all 
their other Declarations founded on the Peace of 
Weftphalia; as alf6 the Commifforial Decrees of the 
Emperour which have enfued thereon, the Promiles 
made.on that Subjeét on the Part of the bsench, and 
lafy the Declarations of che Roman Catholick Elec- 
tors, Princes, and States themfelves; without de- 
ing from or giving up the fame in any Poine, that 
. to fay fo far as the faid Decrees, Promifes, and De- 
clarations are conformable to the Treaty of Weft. 
phalia, and contain nothing with refpe& thereto that 
may be prejudicial to the Proteftant Srates. 
‘ And whereas his Imperial Majefty has been pleafed 
to intimate by the abovementioned Commifforial De- 
cree, that it was impoffible for him during the o- 
ciation of Rafted, ro deliberate upon all things with 
the Empire, as ought. to have been done, and as his 
Imperial Majefty defired to have done ; and that for 
this Reafon exprefsly ftipulated by the Treaty of 
Raftad, that as the Circumftances of that time had not 
permjtred his Imperial Majefty to take on every Point 
the Advice of the EleStors and States rouching the
